Following the death of Mon- 
signor Jansen at Holy Angels Par- 
ish, Monsignor Ryder was made 
Dean of the Gary Deanery and 
remained at St. Mark’s Parish. 

During his life as pastor, Mon- 
signor Ryder was inclined to give 
most of the credit for the success 
of his new parish to his old board 
of trustees which included J. J.

| Ts current Reader’s Digest carries a feature 


by Max Eastman synopsizing a forthcoming 
book, Nothing But Their Chains, by David J. 
Dallin and Boris Nicolaevsky, to be published by 
Yale University Press. It is well worth reading, 
including, as it does, “Supplementary materia! 
from eye witness accounts by Poles who were 
liberated from the slave camps by the Stalin- 
Sikorski agreement, from reports of former 
Soviet secret police officials and others employ- 
ed in camp administrative offices, and from nu- 
merous items in the Soviet press.” 

It appears that 14-million is a conservative 
estimate of the number currently held in slavery 
by the Soviets. Victor Kravchenko, in his book, 
I Chose Freedom, puts the figure at 20-million. 
According to our 1940 census figures, that would 
make the number of Russian slaves equal to the 
total population of Colorado, Connecticut, Flor- 
ida, Kansas, Maine, Maryland, Montana, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, New Hampshire, New Mexico, 
North Dakota, Oregon, Rhode Island, South Da- 
kota, Tennessee, Utah, Vermont, and Wyoming 
—nineteen whole states! 

The slaves are herded into what were first 
ealled “concentration camps.” This was later 
softened to “corrective labor camps.” The move- 
ment developed its present elephantine propor- 
tions in 1929 when the first Five Year Plan was 
inaugurated. 

This involved 1) collectivization of farming, 
2) industrialization, 3) a purge of political op- 
position in the Communist Party.

The conference is rapidly draw- 
ing to a close and even the 
chances of a patched-up, last- 
minute agreement are dwindling. 
The purpose of the conference was 
to prepare peace treaties for Ger- 
many and Austria: ‘There has 
been some sort of agreement on a 
goodly number of technicalities, 
but on the basic problem—Ger- 
many’s role and position in the re- 
construction of Europe—the ses- 
sions have revealed an apparently 
unbridgeable gulf with the United 
States and Britain on one side 
and the Soviet Union on the 
other. 


France, beset by internal diffi- 
culties, tries to steer a middle 
course but often finds herself 
pulled as if by a powerful current 
toward the West, thus leaving Rus- 
sia in a not-so-splendid isolation. 


If one digs through the millions 
of words spoken and written here, 
searches the maze of charges and 
counter-charges, the situation in 
a nutshell is this: 


The Western Powers seek to put 
Germany on the road leading her 
slowly toward gaining a place in a 
free Europe where the ideals for 
which the Allies fought the war 
have a chance to live. The So- 
viets, on the other hand, aim 
openly and deviously at making 
the Reich into a bastion. 


Knowing that a communistic 
Germany would open the gates to 
a communistic Europe, the Soviets 
make every effort to pose as Ger- 
many’s genuine friend and protec- 
tor against “the capitalistic ex- 
ploiters” from the West. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Vyache- 
slav M. Molotov addressed himself 
directly to the Germans when he 
told the Foreign Ministers: “We 
don’t believe that Germany and 
Hitler are one and the same thing. 
We cannot agree that the German 
people and the Hitlerite regime 
can be equated. We differentiate 
between the German people and 
the Hitlerite regime and believe it 
a great mistake to disparage the 
German people indiscriminately.” 

It’s easy to 4magine the effect 
that ‘such words have inside of 
Germahy,- where protests against 
indiscriminate de-nazification 
methods have reached a 
pitch.

If ulterior motives underlying 
Russia’s attitude toward the peace 
treaty issues are recognized, then 
the Soviet demands for reparations 
from current production also ap- 
pear in different light. Of course 
it is true that Russia wants and 
sorely needs reparations. She is 
probably prepared to make con- 
cessions temporarily in other 
fields if her reparations demands 
are satisfied. 


Russia sees a chance to gain 
ideological strength in Germany. 
Differences over terms to be im- 
posed on Germany are not the 
basic reason for the statesmen 
gathered here to reach agreement. 
That inability arises, I am_ con- 
vinced, from radically different 
conceptions of what constitutes 
“neace.” For the Western Powers, 
peace means restoration of demo- 
cratic liberties; but Russia above 
all regards peace as an opportun- 
ity for spreading its ideologies 
without war. 

Thus we witness here in Moscow 
the tragic and ironic fact that the 
conference which was supposed to 
prepare peace became itself an 
arena in which true and false con- 
ceptions of peace clashed.

Washington, April 21.—It is a 
wonder we have as many friends 
abroad as we do, after all the 
things various peoples are told 
about us in this age of “propa- 
ganda” or “mass persuasion.” 


In a single recent day the For- 
eign Broadcast Information Branch 
of the Central Intelligence Group 
in this city monitored radio broad- 
casts by stations in Soviet Russia 
which did the following things: 


Criticized certain American for- 
eign policies in Russian for the 
Russian people; told Austria in a 
German-language broadcast about 
the “anti-U.S. tendencies in Brit- 
ish public opinion”; deplored 
American “hunger-strategy” in a 
broadcast in the Danish language 
beamed for Europe; declared in 
a. broadcast in the Persian lan- 
guage to the Near and Middle East 
that the Truman policy hides a 
olicy of force; said in another 
ersian-language program to the 
same areas that the United States 
capitalizes on the war’s aftermath; 
asserted in an English-language 
broadcast beamed to the United 
Kingdom that the United States 
is displacing Great Britain in the 
Near East; claimed in a Greek- 
language broadeast to Greece that 
United States aid to that country 
“smells of gunpowder”; scored 
American proposals in the Far 
Eastern Commission in a broad- 
cast beamed in Japanese to Japan; 
declared in an English-language 
broadcast intended for North 
America that the United States 
sends an anti-Soviet newspaper 
into Austria; discussed for the 
Japanese in another program in 
Japanese “What’s behind the 
mask” of the Truman plan; de- 
manded reforms in Japan farm 
economy in still another Japanese 
broadcast. 


Just how effective this flood of 
“propaganda” is, one can only con- 
jecture. It would seem to be a 
veritable flood, though, because 
there is nothing to indicate that 
this particular day’s recordings of 
Soviet broadcasts was anything 
unusual. Since it has been going 
on for some time, one may guess 
that it has had some effect, else 
the Russian communists would 
have switched to some other de- 
vice. Moreover, in many of the 
areas reached, there is reason to 
believe that this “propaganda” via 
the ether-ways is supplemented by 
political and other pressure from 
the outside and by fellow-traveler 
sympathy and agitation within the 
various countries.

However good these 
agencies are, they must lose the personal soul of 
Charity in the vast sea of efficient administration. 


More than any other one class, the Catholic stu- 
dents of our high schools and universities have lost 
contact with the reality of Christ. Burdened with 
an ever-increasing program of academic learning, 
subject to the mania for speed, for amusement, for 
a long time now not found within himself nor in 
the bosom of the family, but outside in a mad

April Month Of 
Loves opring 
And brea Wars

B Bao! the month of April, some- 
times teferred to by the poets 
as “love’s spring” or similar ap- 
pellations, has blazed a bloody trail 
across the world’s history is re- 
vealed in a study of wars down 
through the years. 


On the 19th of April, 1689, the 
militia of Concord, Mass., was 
called out at 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, paraded on the green in front 
of a little wooden church, and after 
prayer by the pastor, headed for 
Boston to quell the rebellion of 
Sir Andros. The revolt against 
this tyrannical power was success- 
ful and he was deported to Eng- 
land in chains. 


Eighty-six years elapsed, to a 
day and an hour, and the Concord 
militia was again called.out at 1 
o'clock in the morning of April 19, 
1775, following a wild ride through 
the night by a Bay State gold- 
smith, one Paul Revere. 


They paraded on the same green, 
listened to a prayer by the pastor 
and started down the road to fight 
the battles of Concord and Lexing- 
ton. Thus started the Revolution- 
ary War and the immediate estab- 
lishment of a baby nation on the 
face of the earth. 

The years slipped by and on 
April 19, 1861, eighty-six years to 
the very day and hour, the Concord 
militiamen were turned out at 1 
o’clock in the morning on the same 
church green. After prayer by the 
pastor they re on a special 
train in response to President Lin- 
coln’s call for volunteers, 

Aside from the eighty-six year 
‘coincidence, April is a sanguinary 
‘month in American history. Al- 
‘most all of our wars were begun in 
April. The exceptions are the War 
of 1812, the Mexican War and 
World War IT. However, the Mexi- 
can. forces actually attacked the 
Americans on April 24, 1846, al- 
though the formal declaration of 
war was not made until May 12th 
of that year.. And although hos- 
tilities did not commence until the 
summer in the War of 1812, fol. 
lowing President Madison’s decla- 
ration of War, Engiland’s defy was 
really hurled in April when the 
President. laid. an embargo on 
British commerce. 

The capture of Fort Sumter by 
the Confederate Army on April 
12, 1861, marked the beginning of 
the Civil War. Four years later on 
April 9, 1865, the great struggle 
was terminated when Lee aur- 
rendered to Grant at Appomattox. 
And on April 14, 1865, the Stars 
and Stripes were again raised. at 
Fort Sumter. ; 

April 19 entered the war picture 
again in 1898, as it was on that 
date that Congress at 1 o’clock in

From 
various sources, including Soviet 
statistics and publjshed reports of 
eye-witnesses, Koestler estimates 
a total of 17-million slave laborers, 
with an annual mortality-rate of 
three out of every ten prisoners. 
In his Report on the Russians, 
W. L. White says it is generally 
known that 3-million prisoners 
were used to build a canal con- 
necting Moscow with the Volga 
River. 
Political Opposition 
Punished By Forced Labor 
Finally, the party-purge and 
suppression oi political opposition 
furnished an almost limitless sup- 
ply of labor for the various: indus- 
trial projects. It is a source still 
available. Stalin’s: advisers have 
always argued, for instance, that 
mvone who grew up as a member 
of a privileved class was hopeless 
as a candidate for a socialist so- 
ciety. He could only be put to 
work for the state with a minimum 
expenditure for his upkeep. Also, 
curiously, all returned prisoners of 
war are sent to concentration 
camps. Stalin feels that if a Rus- 
sian had been brave, he wouldn’t

have allowed himself to be cap- 
tured; and as a captive, he was out 
of Soviet control and might have 
seen too much of how prosperous a 
non-communist society can be; 
having seen too much, were he al- 
lowed his liberty in the U. S. S. R., 
he might talk about his experi- 
ences and so spread discontent. 

There are about five camps— 
huge things—located in the north- 
ern areas of Russian Europe and 
Asia. Each camp is really a cluster 
of camps containing hundreds of 
thousands of prisoners. Thys, in 
the Pechora Camps there are said 
to be a million slaves; they have 
almost finished building the 
Kotlas-Vorkuta Railroad “and are 
now mining coal, drilling for oil, 
and lumbering. Then there are 
camps at Archangel, at Lake Bar- 
kel in Siberia, at Dalstroy in the 
Far East, and at Karaganda in 
Central Asia. 


Gradual > 
Brutalization 


Reports on the Russian camps 
are not nearly so fantastic as those 
on Dachau, Belsen, and the other 
Nazi hell-holes. The communists 
don’t go in for such picturesque 
refinements as whipping prisoners 
to death, dropping them into con- 
crete mixers, sicking wild dogs on 
the captives, etc. 

In Russia it’s just a matter of 
gradual brutalization: very little 
food, heat, clothing, medical care, 
and then work, work, work. David 
Dallin, writing in The New Leader, 
describes it thus: 

“The prisoners are usually di- 
vided into four, sometimes five 
groups, in accordance with their 
individual productivity. Those in 
the upper category (the “Stak-

the common criminal. The crimi- 
nals enjoy privileges denied to the 
politicals. Often they are appoint- 
ed to supervisory positions. These 
murderers and professional burg- 
lars mistreat the politicals in the 
most cruel fashion; bribing the 
criminal bosses is indispensable for 
a political who wants to live in 
peace; thefts, an everyday occur- 
rence, are usually unpunished; nu- 
merous deaths are the result of 
this peculiar institution in the So- 
viet camps.” 


First-Hand Report 
Of Labor Leader 

What is it like in a Soviet labor- 
camp? Here is the testimony of 
a well-known Polish labor leader, 
arrested in 1939 and sentenced to 
ten years of hard labor: 

“We arrived in Maldiak on June 
26, 1940. There were four camps 
there, each containing 2,000 prison- 
ers, and we lived in huts covered 
by tenting, 100 prisoners in each 
hut. We slept on bare bunks made, 
not of planks, but of logs. Every- 
body slept in their clothes. In the 
summer there were sudden changes 
of temperature and. very light 
nights. The summer was short, 
with great heat in the daytime. 
But even at its hottest, the smal- 
lest cloud would cause an instant 
change in the temperature, and it 
would then become intensely cold. 
Swarms of flies, a kind of -mos- 
quito, very tiny and very blood- 
thirsty, caused us great misery, 
getting into our eyes and biting us 
to the bone. 

“Reveille was at 5 a.m. Before 


of gruel. After this, and in a 
column—of four across, we were 
marched under escort to our 
places in the mines. The mining 
was for gold. On our way to work, 
an orchestra sometimes played. 
The work on the surface consisted 
of digging earth, often mixed with 
gravel. We dug with crow-bars, 
picks and shovels and in the winter 
when the ground was frozen, with 
gouges (chisels). It was indeed 
convicts’ work.

Biblical quotations? The modern 
apostle is not such a man. The 
modern apostle is simply a person 
who has in his soul a fulness. of 
grace and who seeks to place the 
mark of God on the people he sees’ 
and the things he touches. He is 
subtle and might even be called 
shrewd; he is cautious, yet dar- 
ing and energetic; he is usually 
friendly and likeable—a real guy. 
He is acutely aware of the dignity 
and eternal importance of his mis- 
sion, so he plans for its success 
as carefully as a promotion-seek- 
ing general plots a campaign. 


Assess Talents 


First, the apostle stores within 
himself power to energize his ac- 
tivities; that power is grace. Then 
he assesses his talents, his inter- 


ests, and his vocation; he anal zes 
his environment and evaluates how 
great a scope is offered him by 
his position in society. Finally 
he selects and performs the speci- 
fic activities best suited for his 
mission: bringing men to Christ. 
The problem of each apostle is 
unique, for each has different. ca- 
pacities, different associates, dif- 
ferent environment, different op- 
portunities; these must be recog- 
nized and used. 


Today many apostles are at- 
tacking the problems of their en- 
vironment in this way. You can 
find them in schools, in labor 
unions, in offices, in parishes. In

The state has tremendous influ- 
ence on the shaping of men’s souls. 
It can urge men along the road of 
salvation, or it can ambush and 
destroy them early in their jour- 
ney. o is to deny it is more 
difficult to achieve Eternal Hap- 
piness in Russia than in, say, this 
country, where men are free to 
learn God and worship Him? Yet 
even in this country virtually the 
sole inducement to spiritual per- 
fection is the negative one of re- 
ligious freedom, which most people 
now interpret to mean freedom 
from religion. Our government is 
increasingly concerned with the 
satisfaction of man’s material 
wants, to the near total neglect of 
his spiritual demands. In fact, 
many of our laws, such as those 
encouraging birth control and ster- 
ilization, are positive deterrents 
to spiritual progress.

e of Christ-denying solutions 

ve demanded the formation of 
frankly Christian social democra-| 
tic political parties. Circumstances | 
are different in this country, how- 
ever, and it is virtually certain 
such an approach here would be 
a failure. The American Christian 
apostle-politician, then, must use 
existing parties and existing in- 
struments. He must seek political 
office; he must exert his influence 
in party councils; he must help 
frame platforms which reflect 
Christian principles. 

The men to do this are those 
who, fired with apostolic zeal, 
have the abilities which mark them 
for success in politics—personal- 
ity, fluefity, interest in govern- 
ment, and understanding of: poli- 
tics. 


New Code Needed 


The record of politicians in this 
country has been a sorry one, and 
most Catholics who have parti- 
cipated in politics have disgrace- 
fully conformed to the pattern. 
Their vote-getting displays of 
“piety” and their evil corruption 
have: been exploited on adjacent 
pages of the newspapers. Cath- 
olic politician-apostles must pio- 
neer and establish a new code of 
conduct for those who direct the 
government. 


Why have Catholic apostles 
avoided this field? Why has it 
been the unchallenged privilege 
of the unscrupulous to use it for 
their own benefit, to the detriment, 
spiritual and material, of the 
people? Catholics have avoided 
politics mainly because of its cor- 
ruption; they are afraid of being 
tainted. Such an attitude is a 
smug, pharisaic selfishness. Christ 
did not hesitate to touch the leper; 
the Christian who embraces poli- 
tics will not be contaminated if he 
is spiritually strong. These must 
divest themselves of their snobbish 
sanctity and realize their Faith is 
a free gift of God, and that na 
are compelled in gratitude to wal 
with other men and prepare them 
for that awesome gift. 


Force For Good 


Others of ability think humility 
demands that they abstain from 
high office; they devote themselves

will preserve their anonymity. 
These must learn that men may 
ascend to the highest of Caesar’s

In the past century and a half 
April saw England declare war on 
Prossia in 1806, Russia declared 
war against Turkey in 1828 and 
again in 1877, and Turkey opened 
hostilities against Greece in 1897. 

In April, 1940, Germany moved 
into Denmark and declared war on 
Norway and on April 6, 1941, the 
Nazis waged war on Yugoslavia 
and Greece. 

Turning back history’s pages we 
fnd that the history of Indian up- 
risings in America and Indian 
campaigns of the United States 
troops on the frontier also favor 
the month of April. Daniel Boone 
let his defenses go in the wihds 
of Kentucky, braving subsequent 
danger, until the first of April. He 
then built his little fort at Boones- 
borough near the banks of the 
Kentucky River. . 

Ancient history tells us that 
when the Romans felt the urge to 
battle they would gird their lems 
and wait until April before com- 
mencing their campaign. A famous 
Roman general explained this bit 
of strategy when he said: “It is 
better for us to chafe with impati- 
ence than to be beffeted by storms 
at sea and risk unnecessary pri- 
vations on land.

“They will never allow ethical, re- 
ligious or humane considerations to 
prevent them from bringing about 
a singlee world dictatorship under 
the Communist banner. Their blue- 
print for world conquest as drawn 
up at the World Congresses of 1920 
and 1928 contains hundreds of 
pages proclaiming the need for 
revolt and the inevitable doom of 
all freedom-loving and God-fear- 
ing nations. 

“Today,’ Mr. Koch continued, 
“Communism, in various degrees, 
has penetrated every country in 
the civilized world until: now it is 
estimated that it dominates two- 


‘thirds of Europe and one-third of 


Asia. It is able to control these 
vast areas with a small minority 
because its members are efficient, 
zealous and unscrupulous men who 
are willing to work tirelessly for 
the advancement of their cause. 


“It is well known today, of 
course, that the Communists-main- 
tain control by the most ruthless 
techniques. There have been sev- 
eral terrible purges within Rus- 
si itself.. From 1936 until 1938 
Stalin disposed of tens of thou- 
sands of human beings in order to 
discipline and strengthen his re- 
gime, and even last year there 
were rumors of a new purge. Cer- 
tainly, if the Russian. Communists 
will deal so bloodily with their 
own people, we cannot doubt that

Miss Brown Feeds 
600 Men Daily— 
And They Like It

Miss Margaret Brown 


Rensselaer—While the average 
housewife frets about feeding one 
man once a day, Miss Margaret 
Brown, dietitian at. St. Joseph’s 
College, takes in stride the feed- 
ing of 600 men three times daily. 


Miss Brown was graduated from 
the University of [Illinois after 
completing a course in nutrition. 
By the time she arrived at St. Jo- 
seph’s last fall, she had comple- 
mented her education with 21 years 
of practical experience in the nu- 
trition field all over the world. 


Through observation she has 
learned what food men like best. 
As far as meat goes, steak and 
turkey are leading the hit parade. 
Among salads, gelatin has first 
preference with lettuce running a 
close second. Lettuce goes es- 
pecially well when it is topped with 
Thousand Island dressing. 


Perennial favorites as appetizers 
are pickles, olives, and onions. Po- 
tatoes, of which the 600 men con- 
sume 10,000 pounds monthly, are 
preferred mashed, with French 
fries as a welcome variety. Ice 
cream is the dessert favorite. Fifty 
gallons of it are consumed each 
time it is served. Milk tops the 
list of beverages; 190 gallons are 
used daily. Coffee has a slightly 
lesser demand; 120 pounds are 
used weekly. 


The bakery department, capably 
handled by Paul Gates, turns out 
an average of 120 loaves of bread 
daily. Twice weekly pies are 
baked. Fruit pies are the favorites 
of the collegians, with apple, as 
usual, topping the list. 


The beef and«pork used at St. 
Joseph’s are raised and slaughtered 
by George Shuster, livestock man- 
ager, and kept in frozen readiness 
at the Jasper Food Locker. Eggs 
and poultry used in the cafeteria 
also come from the farm managed 
by Mr. Schuster just east of Drex- 
el Hall, long known as the Old 
Indian School. The feed used on 
the stock farm is grown on the 
general college farms managed by 
Richard Winter. 


As the 600 hungry men file past 
the gauntlet of dishes in St. Jo- 
seph’s new cafeteria, they are get- 
ting 3,500 or more calories daily. 
Miss Brown’s balanced menus defi- 
nitely assures them and abun- 
dance of vitamins and minerals.

education in our democracy” was recommended to Congress

assistant director, Education De- 
partment, National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. 7 


Father McManus proposed an 
adaptation of the School Lunch 
Program procedure in ‘the $250,- 
000,000 Taft Bill, so that non- 
public school children in all States 
could be benefited. Under his pro- 
posal an estimated $242,500,000 
would go to public schools and 
$7,500,000 to nonpublic schools, 
none of the latter to be spent for 
teachers’ salaries. The Taft: Bill 
as presently written denies aid to 
children of private and parochial 
schools. in States where expendi- 
ture of public fufds for nonpublic 
schools is prohibited. 


The N.C.W.C. official said, how- 
ever, he realized that such an 
amendment to the Taft bill would 
probably be rejected at the present 
time, and offered his support to a 
compromise proposal which would: 

1. Provide funds _ specifically 
allocated for raising the salaries 
of public school classroom teach- 
ers in the poorer States of the na- 
tion; 

2. Provide funds so that the 
children attending all _ schools, 
public and nonpublic, would re- 
ceive certain essential school ser- 
vices such as transportation, non- 
religious textbooks and supplies, 


and health and welfare services. 


These funds would be distributed 
according to the pattern of the 
School.Lunch Act, under which the 
States have an option of distribut- 
ing the federal funds to the non- 
public schools or of permitting the 
xe government to do it direct- 


y.

His Execution Is

“Tiso will be more dangerous dead 
than alive.” 


This was the opinion expressed 
by a leftist Slovak journalist after 


against the former president of 
Slovakia, and it summed up the 
feeling of all Slovaks, even the 
top executive in the administration, 
with the exception of the commu- 
nists. They all agree, communists 
excepted, that Dr. Tiso’s execu- 
tion was an enormous political 
blunder. 

No stage of the trial took on 
so dramatic a character as the 
last 48 hours before the wartime 
president’s execution, when the 
main question was whether the 
sentence would be carried out or 
not. Up to the moment that sen- 
tence was pronounced, Dr. Tiso’s 
case rested in the hands of the 
Slovak Peofle’s Court. After that 
the case became the object of po- 
litical wrangling. 

In Bratislava and in Prague the 
various parties held meetings be- 
hind closed doors to decide wheth- 
er clemency for Dr. Tiso should 
be recommended to President Ed- 
ward Benes of Czechoslovakia. De- 
spite the fact that all participants 
in these meetings were pledged to 
secrecy, various details have leaked 
to the public. 

The communists did not appear 
at a Bratislavia meeting to ap 
against clemency for Dr. Tiso, 
However, various communist 
groups voiced the demand that the 
court’s verdict be carried out. 

Dr. Joseph Lettrich, the presi- 
dent of the Slovak national coun- 
ceil, received threatening letters 
from both sides, causing consider- 
able nervous tension.
